We suspect, however, that there is something in the 
wind. The groundwork evidently is being laid for a camouflage 
to be thrown out in a way that will ease the public conscience 
while their pockets are being pkked. 


If we were to make a guess as to what is happening we 


would say that the hope of obtaining a six cent fare does not look 
very bright to the street railway company. Consequen^ly-a-new 
"peace offensive" is being launched which will bring the shekels 
into the street raflway coffers through some sort of an involved, 
hocus-pocus circuitous method. 


We are now being introduced to the zone system. 
In passing, it appears that a zone system that takes money 


from newspapers is all wrong. A zone system which will pui 
money into street railway company is a fine thing.

The street railway company is either entitled to five cents 


or six cents. It is entitled to a fair return on its actual -invest- 
ment. It doesn't matter whether they get it through the-five 
cent fare or the zone system or any other method. But the'com- 
pany should deal openly and fairly with the public and any at- 
tempt at some new fangled method to fool the public should be 


. watched. 


The Capital Times takes exactly the same position that it 


has taken from the start. The Madison Street Railway com- 
pany is an unusual system. Mr. Montgomery and his associates 
are making all that they are entitled to under the five cent fare. 
They have been making mo're than they are entitled to in the 
past five years. 


Meanwhile we advise the public to watch out for this new 


propaganda. We suspect that we will be fed up hi the next few 
weeks on plans for special fares during rush hours, the zone 
system, etc. The public may-rest assured, however, that what- 


. ever plan is framed that the people will pay.

sands of loyal and tireless men .-.nd 
women who have 'undertaker, to 
•oresent it to you and to our fel- 
fou- citizens throughout the country, 
and I have not the least doubt o: 
their complete success, for I know 
their spirit and the spirit of the 
country. 


"My confidence is confirmed, too, 


by the thoughtful :\nd experienced 
co-operation of the bankers—here 
nnd everywhere—who are lending 
their invaluable aid and guidance. 


Seeks to Clarify War's Aim 


"I have come rather to seek an 


opportunity to present to you some 
thoughts which I trust will give you 
in perhaps fuller measure than be- 
fnre a vivid sense of the great is- 
sues involved, in order that you may 
appreciate and accept with added en- 
thusiasm tht grave sipii'icance of 
the duty of supportintr the govern- 
ment by your nun and your means 
to the utmost point 'of sacrifice and 
self-denial. 


"No man or woman who has 


really taken in what this war 
means can hesitate to give to the 
very limit of -what they have. 
•'And it is my mission here tonight 


to try to make clear once more what 
ths-war really means. You will need 
no other stimulation. 


"At every turn of the war we gain 


a fersh consciousness of what we 
ir.eun to accomplish by it. 
When 


our hope and expectation are most 
nxcited we think more definitely than 
bei'oi'2 of the issues that hang upon 
it and of the purposes which must 
be realized by moans of it. 
For it 


has positive and well defined pur- 
•posea which wo did not determine 
and which we cannot alter. 
No 


statesman or assembly created can 
:'ltcr them. 
They have arisen out 


of the very nature and circumstances 
cf the war. % 


"The 
most that statesmen or as- 


semblies can do is to carry them 
out or be false to them. Thoy were 
perhaps not clear at ihe outset; but 
they are clear, now. The war has 
lasted more than four years and the 
whole world has been drawn into it. 
The common will of rr.a:i has been 
substituted for the particular pur- 
poses of individual states. 


"Individual 
statesmen 
may . 


have started 
the conflict, but 


neither they nor their opponents 
can stop it as they please. It 
hns liccomc a people's war, and 
peoples of all sorts and' races. 
of every degree of power and 
variety of fortune, are involved 
in its 
sweeping processes of 


change and settlement. 
"We came into it when its char- 


acter had become fully defined anc 
it was plain that no nation coulc 
stand apart or be indifferent to its 
outcome. 
Its challenge ' drove to 


the heart of everything we cared 
for or lived for. The voice of the 
war had become clear and gripped, 
our hearts. 


"Our brothers 
from 
many 


lands, as well as our own mur- 
dered dead under the sea, were 
calling to us, and we respond- 
ed, fiercely and of course-, 
"The air was clear about us. We 


saw things in their full, convincing 
proportions as they were; and we 
have seen them with steady eyes 
and unchanging comprehension ever 
since. 
We accepted the issues of 


the war as facts, not as any group 
of men either here or elsewhere 
had defined them, and we can accept 
10 outcome which does not squarely 
icet nnd settle them. 


The War's Issues. 


"Those issues arc these: 


"Shall the military" power of 


any nation or group of nations 
be suffered to 
determine the ' 


fortunes of peoples over whom 
they have no right to rule ex- 
cept the right of force? 


"Sha.ll strong nations be free 


to wrong weak 
nations 
and 


make them subjects 
to their 


purpose and interest? 


"Shall people be ruled and 


dominated, even in .their own' 
international affairs, by arbi- 
trary .and irresponsible force, or 


. by their own will and choice? 


"Shall there 
be a common 


standard of right and privilege 
For all peoples .and nations or 
shall the strong do as they will 
and the weak suffer without re- 


| NEVER THOUGHT OF THAT 


"Shall the assertion of right 


be haphazard and by casual al- 
liance or shall there "be a com-: 
mon concert to oblige the ob- 
servance of common rights? 


"No man, no group of men, 


chose these to be the issues of 
the struggle. ' They ARE the is- 
aues of it, and they must be set- 


tled by no arrangement or com- 
promise or adjustment of inter- 
ests, but definitely and once for 
all and with a full and unequiv- 
ocal acceptance of the principle 
that the interest of the weak- 
est is as sacred as the interest 
of the strongest. 
"This is what we mean when we 


speak of a • permanent peace, if we 
speak sincerely, intelligently, 
and 


with a real knowledge of compre- 
hension of the matter we deal with. 


"We are all agreed that there 


can be no peace obtained by any 
kind of bargain or compromise 
>with 'the governments of the 
c'cntral empires, because we have 
dcslt with them already and 
have seen them deal with other 
governments that were party to 
this struggle at Brest-Litovsk 
and Bucharest. 


"They have convinced us that 


they are without honor and do 
not intend justice. 
They ob- 


serve no covenants, accept no 
principle but force and their own 
interests. 


"We cannot "come to terms" 


with them. 
They have made it 


impossible. 
"The German people must by this 


time bu fully aware that we cannot 
accept the word of those who forced 
that war upon us. 
We do not think 


the same thoughts or speak the same 
language of agreement. 


"It is of capital Importance that 


we should be explicitly agreed that 
no peace shall be obtained by any 
kind of compromise or abatement of 
the principles we have avowed as 
the principles for -which we are fight- 
ing. 
There should exist no doubt 


.-ibout that. 
I am, therefore, going 


to take the liberty of speaking with 
the utmost frankness about the prac- 
tical implications that are involved 
in it. 


Foe Must Pay Price 


"If it be in deed and in truth the 


common object of the governments 
associated against Germany and of 
the nations whom they govern, as I 
beliefs it to be, to achieve by the 
coming settlements a secure and 
lasting peace it 
be necessary 


Lhat all who sit down at the peace 
will procure it and ready and willing 
to pay the price, the only price that 
procure it; and ready and willing 
also to cerate in some virile fashion 
the only instrumentality by which it 
can be made certain -that the agree- 
ments of the peace will be honored 
nnd fulfilled. .
